Born 100 


Years Ago, Wrote Fine Page In T hestrical History

Feb. 27, 1848, If any soothsayer | 


in the English-speaking lands 


cast a horoscope on that date, it | 


must have shown the configura- 
tion of the stars in most benign 
aspect toward the greater glory 
of womanhood and the art of the 
theatre. 

For on that date, a century ago, 
in the town of Coventry where 
Sarah Kemble had married Wil- 
liam Siddons 27 years before, in 
Shakespeare's Own county of 
Warwickshire, Ellen Alicia Terry 
was. born.

Many controversies, naturally

The minister said it 
would take an army of 15,000 
men to plant the number of 
trees represented by an expendi- 
ture of that sum and actually 
only $400,000 had been spent last 
year, Mr. Kenney indicated, 
however, that he wished his de 
partment did have $4,000,000 to 
spend on reforestation annually 
At the present time, he said 
the government's nurseries were 
turning out 20,000,000 trees an- 
nually for planting and anybody 
wishing to plant them could get 
them for nothing.

and there always would be.

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Music And Drama 


By AUDREY ST,.D. JOHNSON 


T* A CENSUS could be taken on 

the types of program most 
popular with concert goers, the 
result would be interesting and 
possibly quite inconclusive. Con- 
flicting theories, second and 
third choices, extremes of. bias, 
would all serve to confuse the 
issue. 

So mutch depends on what sort 
of a listener you are. If, for in- 
Stance, you are a hundred per 
Gent lsteney. vou aill settle down 
happily to a full evening of violin 
or @ sonata program and be per- 
fectly sincere when you say after- 
ward, that you enjoyed. every 
note! Hundred per cent listeners, 
or three-dimensional | listeners, 
whichever term yoy prefer, are, 
needless to say, in the minority. 
They are the little group of 
people to whom music is some- 
thing more than a tune or an 
emotional experience, but they 
are not necessarily those who 
have had a liberal musical educa 
tion. The best listener I have 
ever known, had no formal edu- 
cation in nusic whatever, but he 
absolutely absorbed music like a 
sponge absorbs water, for hours 
at.a time; and his favorite diet 
was Bach, Handel and Mozart! 


E TERM, three-dimensional, 

in this context, may be un 
familiar. It simply means a per- 
son who enjoys. with his inte} 
lect, the structura} beauty o 
music at the same time that } 
is responding to the emotional 
stimulus and following apprecia 
tively, the artistry of the per- 
former. This may sound like a 
juggling feat but it is like driving 
a ear—one is not conscious of the 
processes as separate functions 
only of the sum-total effect 
profound satisfaction 

Other types of listeners are 

those who enjoy any music that 
brings them an emotional thrill 
but are responsive to the 
more intricately constructed clas 
sical forms because they require 
a greater ehergy of concentration 
in order to comprehend them 
These might be called “lazy list- 
eners” if one is inclined to be 
didactic, but the great majority 
of people fall quite contendedly 
into this category. And thefe ts, 
of course, the person who does 
not enjoy anything he has not 
heard before, and so feels he 
trayed and bored for at least 
two*thirds. of the average con- 


cert program, 
A$ TO THE programs them- 
selves, it would be interest- 
tng to*know which would receive 
the highest vote; one or two 
artist or mixed programs; sym- 
phonies, vocal, instrumental or 
choral. If I were asked to guess 
I would say that two-artist pro- 
gfams would win over one or 
mixed; that symphony was more 
popular with men and vocal or 
violin with women. But that is 
generalizing pretty freely, and 
therefore, dangerous. If you are

listeners, it is certainly pleasant | 
to freshen up your slightly | 
blunted hearing with a piano | 
group in a violin or cello pro--| 
| gram, or find a spicy vocal filling | 
| between thick slices of planism.

\ BOY who signs his name 
T. S. Walker” writes 
Here is a question I want to 
ask you. Is the moon a part of 
the earth?” 

There is a widespread opinion 
that the moon was paft of the 
earth long ago, millions of years 
before there were any people on 
earth Many scientists believe 
that the earth was “soft” during 
the early part of its existence, 
and that, while twisting around, 
it flung off a chunk of itself 
which became the moon It 
might be that a huge explosion 
took place in the earth, supplying 
the force te send the moon into 
space 

If the moon was flung, or 
blown, out into space, it reached 
a point where its outward motion 
was halted by the gravity power 
of. the -earth

Which ever method is used 
the plants are set about one 
Inch deeper than they grew in 
the pot. 

Calla lilies should be watered 
quite frequently when outdoors. 
Plant food may be added at the 
gardener’s discretion. The most 
important cultural direction is 
that they be kept growing all 
summer without a check. If this 
is done the plants will produce 
from 6 to 12 flowers af intervals 
during the summer.

Free Parasites For 
Greenhouse Pests 


A serious insect pest_in green 
houses at this time of the year 
is the greenhouse white fly. This 
pest can best be controlled by the 
use of the parasite known as 
encarsia formosa, Supplies of the 
parasite are now available free 
to greenhouse operators through- 
out Canada by writing to the Do- 
| minion Parasite Laboratory, 


sometime in July or August, 


| a Supply of the parasite, the size 


of the greenhouses and the de- 
gree of infestation on the dif- 
ferent crops should be stated, 
With this information the of- 
ficlals at the laboratory can 
readily compute the number of 
parasites required to control the 
greenhouse white fly. The fly 
directs its attacks mostly against 
tomatoes and cucumbers but will 
also damage greenhouse plants 


The Dominion Parasite Labor- 
atory has been breeding the para- 


years and just now has a good 
reserve supply on hand for free 
distribution. As the period of 
infestation of the greenhouse 
white fly is heaviest in the 
months of February and March, 
no time should be Jost in apply-

Growers should order their 
season’s supply of insecticidal 
and fungicidal materials well in 
advance of the time they are 
needed.
